Johnson sentenced for wife’s murder 


Vernon Vilroy Johnson, Sierra Madre, was 
sentenced recently to 17 years for the murder of his 
wife, Betty, who died June 8, 1985. The first 
possible parole eligibility is about S'/i years. 

The body of Mrs. Johnson was found a block 
from the Johnsons’ Valle Vista home in Sierra 
Madre during the late evening hours of that day. 
She had been shot five times, once in the left arm 
and four times in the head. 

In his defense, Johnson contended that he and 
his wife had been drinking and arguing, and that 
his gun went off while he was cleaning it. 

Deputy District Attorney Susan Wondries cross- 
examined Johnson and reconstructed the murder to 
fit the evidence found by the Sierra Madre Police 
Department. She said Johnson had chased his wife 
around the house, shooting at her while she dodged 
and tried to get away. The last shot, Wondries 
said, was an ‘‘execution style shot to the left temple,’ 
and that shot was the one that ultimately killed 
the Sierra Madre woman. 

Wondries charged Johnson with tying a rope 
around one arm of the deceased, dragging the body 
into the trunk of his auto and dumping the body a 
block away. Wondries said Johnson went home. 


went to sleep lor the nignt ana caiiea locai poucc 
the next morning to notify them that his wife was 
missing. 

When officers went to the home, they noted 
evidence that did not validate Johnson’s story. 

Mrs. Johnson was a ‘‘Jane Doe” until the fol¬ 
lowing morning and when Johnson called in the 
missing person report, the puzzle pieces began to 
fit together. 

The couple who found the body thought at 
first that someone had left a bicycle in the street. 
The man, an off-duty fireman, investigated and 
found Mrs. Johnson’s body. They called the local 
police who immediately called the Los Angeles 
coroner. 

Johnson was out on bail for a year before the 
trial in Pasadena which was covered by The News.

Carnegie Institution of Washington, the 
present owner of the Mount Wilson Observa¬ 
tory facilities, announced at a news confer¬ 
ence on Oct. 27 that they will turn over opera¬ 
tion of the Observatory to a new nonprofit 
corporation, the Mount Wilson Institute. The 
conference was held in Pasadena at the Hale 
Solar Laboratory, 749 Holladay Road. 

Astronomer Dr. Arthur H. Vaughan, a 
resident of Sierra Madre and spokesman for 
the new group, says the institute’s plan in¬ 
cludes the reopening of the 100-inch Hooker 
telescope. The historic instrument has been 
mothballed since June, 1985 when Carnegie 
Institution, operator of the observatory since 
1904, decided to concentrate its resourees on 
development of facilities at its Las Campanas 
Observatory in northern Chile. (Sierra Madre 
News, May 30, 1985). 

A main reason for Carnegie’s pullout was 
that man-made “light pollution” in Los An¬

Rnger points 
to leaders 

It was a sad day in Sierra Madre 
recently when the last large building was 
rented as office space. The long-range 
lease of this building stifles any expansion 
of retail and chokes any possibility of 
an increased tax base in this small foot¬ 
hill town. 

Who is actually to blame? We believe 
the finger should be pointed to an earlier day 
City Council who did nothing to inhibit 
the growth of not-retail establishments. 

No restrictive downtown zoning laws 
were passed as have been passed in neigh¬ 
boring communities. 

A moratorium was established four 
years ago. The Chamber of Commerce had 
a perfect chance at that point to pressure 
councilmembers into passing zoning laws 
that would call for saving retail space in 
downtown buildings for front and first 
floor areas. Office space would have been 
restricted to second floor and rear spaces 
on Sierra Madre Blvd. 

There was no pressure exerted and 
the moratorium was allowed to die. 

Politicians respond to their con¬ 
stituents. No constituents came forth 
atKf the politicians forgot about the problem, 
opting instead to ignore dwindling sales 
taxes in Sierra Madre. 

With a church and publishing 
company taking space in the western part 
of Sierra Madre Blvd. and with a condo¬ 
minium project recently allowed on the 
eastern edge of Sierra Madre Bivd. the 
possibility of expansion has shrunk to zero. 

About half of the businesses in Sierra 
Madre are retail. 

According to figures gieaned from City 
Administrator Jim McRea, the Sierra Madre 
sales tax for last year equals 11.85 percent 
the total California revenues of $15.65 per 
capita. 

San Marino registered $25.35 per 
capita; South Pasadena $38.70; Arcadia 
$105.15 and Pasadena $117.72 per capita. 

A sad development for us. 

Do we blame the landlords? This is, 
after all, a free enterprise system and the 
landlord breaks no laws when he leases 
his property to non-retail. 

There are no laws to break. 

If an aggressive chamber and council 
had done their homework, this prime reai 
estate in Sierra Madre would not have 
been rented out as office space. Now it’s 
too late for that property. 

We would like to see the chamber 
come up with a plan immediately, present 
it to the City Council and hope for the 
best. At least a new zoning law would 
save what little downtown areas are left. 

It is time to act constructively to save 
the town by raising the possible tax base.

hours, mythical meetings, 
and outright “Tell them 
I’m not here” stall tac¬ 
tics. 

4) The obvious rejec¬ 
tion of public opinion at 
public meetings, such as 
City Council meetings. 
Planning Commission 
meetings, etc. evidenced 
by the clandestine passage 
of mystery ordinances, 
addendums to existing 
laws, changes in existing 
laws, and overburdening 
of the general public with 
lengthy passages of legal 
jargon not easily under¬ 
stood without a degree 
from the Harvard School 
of Law. 

The outlook for this 
situation is at best grim 
and at worst hopeless. 
However, there rests with¬ 
in the heart of every 
smalltown American citi¬ 
zen that tiny spark of re¬ 
sistance that has kept 
our type of community 
alive when far more ad¬ 
vanced metropolitan 
bureaucracies have liter¬ 
ally ceased to exist.

The last known case in 
which complete remission 
of the symptoms occur¬ 


red was in Carmel, Cali¬ 
fornia, another small 
community struck by this 
insidious disease. The lo¬ 
cal citizenry there found 
that even with a united 
effort to eradicate this 
threat, no apparent re¬ 
lief was in sight until 
one of their own, who 
had the power, was able 
to beat the bureaucrats 
at their own game. I am 
of course, speaking of His 
Honor Mayor Clint East- 
wood. His outrage at the 
small-minded, self-cen¬ 
tered, self-serving com¬ 
munity government was 
released in the results of 
a successful landslide 
election granted him by 
the local townspeople. As 
a side note to those who 
may not know.

The time has come for 
every citizen who loves this 
town to stand up and 
be counted, to speak 
their feelings regarding 
the injustices being in¬ 
flicted on homeowners 
and business owners by 
the misguided actions of 
local politicians whose 
sole goal is to further 
their own ambitions and 
fatten their resumes with 
a few years of “public 
service.” 

If we all stand to¬ 
gether we are the “cure” 
for this bureaucratic dis¬ 
ease. With a united voice 
we can make our gov¬ 
ernment hear our cry of 
“Go ahead, bureau¬ 
crats, make our day.”

Basking in the success 
of their 2nd Annual Home 
Tour, held last Sunday, 
the Sierra Madre Preser¬ 
vation Society continues 
the excitement with their 
next meeting on Wednes¬ 
day, Nov. 4, 7:30 p.m. 
the home of Wally and 
Hurff, 327 Sierra 
Woods. The house was 
built in 1904 by the 
famous brothers, the 
architectual team of 
Greene & Greene. 

Speaker at the meeting 
will be Dr. Robert Win¬ 
ter, who many consider 
the leading authority of 
historical architecture in 
the area. Dr. Winter teaches 
at Occidental where he 
was recently honored with 
a chair as Professor of 
the History of Ideas. 

Along with David 
Gebhard, a professor at 


the University of Santa 
Barbara, Dr. Winter 
co-authored the first 
guide book about archi¬ 
tecture in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. This was printed 
in 1965 through the Los 
Angeles Museum of Art 
with the idea to locate 
and document architecture 
as art, and which must 
remain on location rather 
than be housed in a 
museum, before these 
buildings might be des¬ 
troyed in the rapid 
development that was 
taking place. 

Two more guides, en¬ 
larged and expanded, 
have been published since 
that first addtion. Dr. 
Winter has also authored 
a book on the California 
bungalow. He is presently 
working on one about 
Ernest and Alice Batch- 
elder. In the 1920s, 


Ernest became one of the 
country’s most success¬ 
ful producers of decora¬ 
tive tile and highly re¬ 
cognized for his artistic 
ability. Alice Coleman 
Batchelder, his wife and 
a professional pianist, 
founded the Coleman 
Chamber Concerts. Dr. 
Winter lives in Pasadena 
in the Batchelder home. 

Born in Ohio, Dr. 
Winter graduated from 
Dartmouth where he has 
taught, and went on to 
John Hopkins where he 
received his Ph.D. He was 
a 12-year member of the 
Los Angeles Cultural 
Heritage Board and 
served two terms as 
president. He helped 
found Pasadena’s 
Cultural Heritage Board 
and wrote Pasadena’s 
first preservation ordin- 


The Hurffs, who are 
Preservation Society 
members, have owned 
this Greene and Greene 
home since 1%3 after it 
was saved from demo¬ 
lition when the property 
was to be subdivided to 
build eight homes. For 
several years the String- 
fellow family had been 
owners of the property, 
and at that time the front 
lawn extended down to 
West Grandview. 

The original owner of 
the home was Edgar W. 
Camp, an attorney who 
became a California State 
Assemblyman after the 
town was incorporated in 
1907. 

Camp had the house 
designed by the Greenes 
as a one-story home with 
the pitch of the roof 
eaves to match the moun¬ 


tain back drop. The 
chimneys as well as the 
living room and dining 
room fireplaces are of 
large field stone. An 
early craftsman magazine 

carried an article about 
this Camp home and its 
fine mountain style set¬ 
ting. Later the Greenes 
were asked to design a 

second story addition 
that is just over the bed¬ 
room wing on the west 
side of the home. The 

original board and batten 
exterior has been covered 
with shingles. 

The Preservation 
Society welcomes the 
public to attend this 
meeting. Sierra Woods is 
a cul de sac located bet¬ 
ween Grove Street and 
Sunnyside, a north turn 
off West Grandview.

Wilson Observatory 
changes management

of the faintest galaxies. However, says Vaug¬ 
han, most types of stellar observation, some 
which have continued at Wilson, are unaf¬ 
fected by this light pollution. 

The 58(X)-foot-high mountain site is close 
to the top of the atmospheric inversion 
layer that affects our air in this area and 
therefore the atmosphere at Mount Wilson is 
very steady, and very sharp telescopic images 
of stars are obtained. It still remains among 
the finest sites in the world for research pro¬ 
jects requiring sharp stellar images. Also, the 
sky above Mount Wilson is clear on the average 
300 nights a year, thus surpassing other sites 
and rain usually occurs only during two winter 
months. 

Subject to the attainment by the institute 
of adequate financial resources and approval 
by the U.S. Forestry Service, lessor of the 
land, Carnegie plans to turn over not only 
the operation of Mount Wilson facilites to the 
new group but also to transfer the title to the 
buildings and equipment. 

The institute’s Organizational Board of 
Trustees consists of members of the business, 
legal, educational and scientific communities 
with representatives from the Los Angeles 
County Department of Parks and Recrea¬ 
tion, Los Angeles County Museum of Natural 
History and Carnegie. 

The Mount Wilson Institute plans to de¬ 
velop the site for public education and recreation 
as well as for astronomical research. Direct 
involvement of Parks and Recreation and the 
museum should greatly aid the major goal of 
the institute to develop this historic landmark 
for increased use by the general public. 

The institute has set July 1, 1988 as its 
goal date for operating and upgrading the 
observatory. Anyone who wishes to become a 
sponsor of Mount Wilson Institute should write 
to: The Mount Wilson Institute, 301 E. Colo¬ 
rado Blvd., Suite 600, Pasadena CA 91101 
with donations being tax deductable. Their 
target is $2 million.
